the  Nasi  machine  is  force— "force 
having  every  ounce  of  .natlo^ial 
energy,  unity  and  resolve  behind  it!"

FOR  LMTY  AND  PROGKBSS 

Tor  the  flrsTtlme  in  sevehfy-i 
years  the  people  of  Canada  had  a 
chance  to  look  at  themselves.  In 
its  report,  tl^  t  ommusslon  rec^>m-  | 
mendeS  the  bringing  up  to  date  of  * 
the  machinery  through  which  the 
Fathrrs  of  Confederation  sought  to 
obtain  their  ends  of  national  unity 
and  profTMs. 

Appointed  In  August,  1937.  the  re- 
porting commission  was  composed  of 
four'  dlstingiilshe<l  Canadians— Dr. 
Joseph  filrois.  Quebec,  professor  of 
eonstltutlonal  and  administrative 
law  at  L.aval  Unlv<'i.^lty,  tlialiman; 
John  W.  Dafoc.  fdltor-ln-chlef  of 
llie  WliuilptK  F'roc  Press;  Dr.  R.  A. 
MacKay.  Halifax,  piofessor  of  gov- 
crmnent  at  balhousie  University, 
and  H  F  Angus,  Vancouver,  pro- 
feasor  of  economics  at  Unlvfr.slty  of 
British  Columbia. 

Its  original  chairman,  Hon.  New- 
ton W.  Rowell.  retired  on  account 
of  111  hpalth  after  mo.st  of  the  pub- 
lic hearings  had  been  completed. 
Another  original  member,  Mr.  JUs- 
tioa  Thlbaudeau  Rinfret,  of  the  Su- 
preme Court  of  Canada,  retired  be- 
cause of  Ulnoj-.'i  before  the  hearlnK>- 
began,  being  succeeded  by  Dr.  Sirois.

FEOERAI,  C  ONTROL 
The  comnjission's  long-range  plan, 
In  general,  would  shuffle  the  finan- 
cial powers  and  responsibilities  of 
Canada  s  various  Oovenunents  for 
the  attainment  of  "real  autonomy" 
for  the  provinces  in  local  matters 
and  give  effective  Federal  control 
in  fields  wheie  national  Interest  is 
paramount.

The  plan  calls  for  Dominion  as- 
sumption of  entire  responsibility  for 
relief  of  un-^mplove^l  employable:; 
which  would  have  meant  an  added 
Dominion  expenditure  of  $50,000,000 
In  ItM.  It  also  call!!  fdr  the  Fed- 
eral OOvernmrnl  taking  over  all  ex- 
istlnR  pro\inrlal  debt,  mvolvinn 
aervlce  charges  of  around  $60,000,000 
a  year. 

To  vnmpfnaate  tlie  Dominion,  the 
Prmmrial  Ooveninienis  would  t>e

TBANSPOBTAtlON  HUMLIM 

It  polntad  with  some  Intensity  to 
the  possible  effects  of  uncontrolled 
rivalry  between  railways  and  high- 
ways in  Canada,  considering  Uie 
situation  a  "menace  to  the  financial 
solvency  ■  of  Canada. 

It.  voiced  no  opinion  on  the  ques- 
tion of  railway  amalgamation,  hold- 
ing that  problem  outside  its  scope, 
but  urged  an  early  general  review  of 
the  freight  rate  structure.  It  was 
non-committal  oo  proposals  to 
merge  the  Maritime  Provinces  into 
ono  and  the  Prairie  Provinces  In'o 
anotiier  unit,  but  suRKe.'^ted  substan- 
tial economies  coiild  effected  by 
establishing  one  Court  of  Appeal  for 
tha  Marltlmes  and  oiie  for  th^ 
Prairie.^. 

Tlie  commission  reported  finding 
little  groimds  for  popular  complaints 
of  great  waste  through  duplication 
of  government  servloaa,  while  point- 
itikT  out  srver.-ii  other  piMslbla  cauaes 
of  waste  Uiere. 

HEOULAB  CONFEKENCB8 

Recognizing  the  difficulties  In 
every  Federal  structure  of  maintain- 
ing maximum  oo-operation  between 
Governments,  the  commission  urgod 
Dominion-provincial  conferences  at 
regular  intervals,  with  a  permanent 
secretariat  set  up.  In  the  past,  it 
observed,  "the  spirit  of  open  diplo- 
macy has  .sometimes  Ix^en  lackltii?." 

It  did  not  consider  its  proposals 
were  either  centralising  or  deoen* 
trallzing  in  their  combined  effect, 
but  It  believed  "they  will  conduce 
to  the  sane  balance  between  these 
two  tendencies  which  is  the  essence 
of  genuine  Federal  system  and.

By  Uie  u.se  of  tlic  quiet- 
iiiK  drug  phenobarblUl,  there  ai« 
but  few  cases  that  require  to  be 
placed  in  an  institution. 
Unfortunately  there  are  some 
'  ra.w«;  where  care  In  an  institution  Is 
necessary  and  the  patient  must  re- 
main for  a  long  time  before  it  Li 
considered  siife  for  lilm  to  reiuni 
home.  Vhere  are  others  in  whom 
the  known  metjwxis  of  treatment 
diet  and  drugs— fail  to  oontral  the 
attacks. 

Tlie  Ontario  Department  of  Health 
Lssues  leaflets  in  which  it  advises 
physicians  and  thiar1IIfHi|ti«r  in 
epilepsy  that  paUenU^BhflUld  not  be 
senr  to  the  hospital  for  epileptics 
for  a  definite  or  .Miort  stay.  Epilepsy 
requires  considerable  time  to  train 
the  patient  as  to  the  absolute  neces- 
sity for  continuing  tho  treatment 
after  leaving  the  hospital.
